Bank. The manager and the cashier of 
the institution are well known here, 
and have stood high in this commu- 
nity and this state, but from their own 
statements, but one conclusion is pos- 
sible, and that is that they protected 
their friends at the expense of every 
one else. Mr. Kinkead, the manager, 
went to Virginia on Thursday, the 
23d, to raise money if possible. He 
failed to do so, and in the afternoon 
telegraphed to L. C. Batchelder, the 
cashier, not to close the door of the 
vault, which hasa time lock. After 
his return home, Mr. Kinkead's uncle, 
James H. Kinkead, drew out over 
$14,000 00 and R. M. Clark of Carson, 
his brother-in-law, drew out over $800. 
Not long after Mr. Kinkead returned 
Mr. Batchelder took a team and drove

Crockett says this was all the money 
there was in the vault at the time, but 


that there were notes, stocks and other 
securities there. On the evening 
of the 24th Mr. Batchelder 
came to the bank and tried to unlock 
the door. He was prevented from do- 
ing so by a key on the inside of the 
lock, which 1 to be that of the 
keeper put there by Sheriff Walker.

the pests can be seen in immense 
numbers. Toward suaset they gather 
on the tops of the alfalfa, which then 
looks fairly brown with them. On all 
the ranches bordering the Virginis 
road between Reno and Steamboat 
creek, the insects have already done 
more erless damage. A. C. Smith's 
alfalfa has been half devoured by 


them. Stephen Ede says he bas lost 
200 tons of hay already. The heppers 
are very thick in his clover and have 
eaten abvutall of his timothy. Just 
back of Ede's ranch, to the west, Mo- 
Cormick and Lewis are cutting their 


alfalfa. It eppears to be alive with 
grasshoppers. They rise in clouds as 
a horse walks them. The ma- 
chines in this field are driving the 
insects down upon Ede’s place, and 
he has more than he wants already.

It seems 4 matter of wendet to the 
non-agricultural mind that the ranch- 
ers should stand idly by and see the 
tall clover eaten by the voracious in- 
sects. One might naturally suppose 
that they would cut and save what 
they could. Mr. Ede explained this 
last evening. He said that alfalfa is 
not fit to cut until it is in full blos- 
som, when the plant has an abund- 
ance of weod fibre, and 
has weight and solidity. Before blos. 
soming, the clover is very tender, and 
if cut at this stage of its growth the 
juice all evaporates and very little hay 
is left. The loss from premature cut- 
ting would about equal the d 
the grasshoppers could do while 
clover is growing. 

Grasshoppers are very thick on A. 
C. McFarlin’s ranch, on the Arling- 
ton Nursery road. He is cutting his 
clover now. 

So far, grain has been little molest- 
ed by the pests. But they can now 
be seen trying their mandibles on the 
wheat in some localities.
